5 miles 
east of Comanche on State High­ 
way 36. The shooting climaxed,

—“drinking and quarrelsome".

of the father’s death. 
In a verbal statem ent to Dist­ 
rict Attorney Trum an 
Roberts, 
other officers, and a newsman, 
young Campbell admitted firing 
one charge from a 16-gauge shot­ 
gun at his father 
The charge, 
fired from a short distance, struck 
the elder Campbell in the upper 
abdomen. The fatal shooting oc­ 
curred in the yard at the family 
home, where Sheriff Belve Bean 
and Dr. W. D. Blackwood, Coun­ 
ty H ealth Officer, found Camp­ 
bell’s body lying crumpled face­ 
down on the ground. 
Young Campbell said he fired 
the fatal shot, after his father 
had struck him twice and then 
threatened, the youth said. “I’ll 
take th a t . . . gun away from 
you, and blow your . . . head 
off, then I’m going after your 
m other and the rest of them."

other children, had driven away 
from the residence, after “an a r­ 
gument” to go to the home of 
friends in the Proctor commun­ 
ity.
